fact that it contains but one truth, 
namely, that the public school is over- 
crowded. In all other respects it is 
simply a tissue of falsehood, immersed 
in dishwater—too silly and illogical 
even to arouse the indignation of the 
average reader. But the Jowrnal is 
partially excusable, oa the ground that 
it has a sort of double family interest 
in the matter. 


Primary schools are needed on the 
north and south sides of the town, 
which would not only relieve the over- 
crowded state of the central school, 
but would best sulbserve the conveni- 
ence of small children, and afford an 
opportunity for many to attend who 
are now deprived of that privilege. 
These primaries couid be provided at 
‘an expense commensurate with the 
school district fund, which is believed 
to be ample for this emergency. 

The trustees of the district have the 
power to act in this matter, but it is 
presumable they will not, for, accord- 

ing to their theory and practice, they 
are *‘boss,” and no citizen has a right 
to suggest any improvement, or in any 
manner interfere with the machinery. 

The public school business has been 
pretty thoroughly discussed in Reno, 
both in the newspapers and on the 
streets and in private circles, and the 
ulmost unanimous verdict is that we 
need a radical change in the public 
school machinery of the district. Ev 
ery day’s experience adds confirmation 
to the verdict, and -every intelligent 
citizen of Reno will ‘‘remember” this 
‘when the time comes.”

The Enterprise says that at last the 
long-talked-of railroad south into 
Esmeralda is to be constructed. Mr. 
Yerjngton, Superintendent of the Vir- 
giAa & Truckee road, informed the 
editor on Saturday last that the work 
would be commenced immediately, 
and pushed forward with all possible 
dispatch. The intention is to com- 
mence at the Mound house and run 
thence to Dayton, thence via Sutro to 
Fort Churchill, where it will cross the 
Carson, and thence by natural valleys 
and passess to Walkerlake. Steamers 
will be placed on the lake for the trans- 
portation of passengers and freight, 
and from some point.this side of the 
lake (or more probably from the foot 
of the lake) a branch road will run ‘to 
the Nine-Mile house, which is at the 
foot of the grade going to Aurora. 
To prevent: transhipments, and be- 
cause there is not on the route any 
grade greater than twelve feet to the 
mile, the road will be broad gauge, 
which will enable it to connect direct- 
ly with the Virgitiia & Truckee and 
Central Pacific railroads, 

The extension will be fifty-nine 
miles in length and will attract much 
attention to the unexplored regions of 
southern Nevada. When we get $2,-

called by his friends, could scarcely 
be found confined anywhere. He is 
now only about twenty-six years of 
age. The gentleman is round should- 
ered, having little chest, but a grow- 
ing girth, owing to gluttonous habits. 
A short body and very long thin legs 
never fail to suggest, in connection 
with the knowledge that he inhabited 
Australia for a time, the kangaroo. 
The nose of the little man is hooked 
and prominent, betokening his Jewish 
blood. A long, drooping blonde 
moustache, large blue eyes as Opaque 
as gooseberries, and fair, straight hair 
parted in the middle and plastered 
down upon his forehead, complete an 
ensemble that many a hard-up man in 
San Francisco would like to catch by 
the collar. Although belouging to 
rather a good family, Dalziel is a 
grossly ignorant man, being unable to 
write a paragraph, and speaking the 
language with amazing incorrectness. 
Yet this little fellow, with nothi g 
but his cheek for his capital, arriveu 
in San Francisco after a hasty depart- 
ure from Australia, where he had suc- 
ceeded in marrying Miss Dickie Lin- 
gard, the actress, a very estimable 
young lady, and within two months 


ASTONISHED THE CITY 


by issuing adaily paper. As Dalziel 


had no more knowledge of newspaper 
work than the antipodean animal 
which he resembles, the first num- 


bers of the Mail were fearful, almost 
criminal affairs. In a little while, 
however, he secured the services of 
capable men and the Mail became a 
reasonably good newspaper. Every- 
body was amazed to learn that Mark 
and Jasper McDonald, the stock- 
brokers, were backing this odd impor- 
tation with unlimited coin. If Dal- 
ziel had had even the smallest share 
of common sense he might have made 
the Mail the foremost journal in the 
city, but he knew as little of business 
as ie did of journalism. Although 
the Mail during the year of its exist- 
ence sunk $5000 of the McDonalds’ 
cash per month, Dalziel managed the 
expenditure of the wealth with such 
skill that no time during the life of 


the paper could a can of coal oil for 


the printers’ lamps or a dozen lead 
pencils for the reporters be got on the 
Maii’s credit. Dalziel certainly treat- 
ed his staff well. The ¢ditorial and 
reportorial rooms were simply gor- 
geous and for his own use he had a 
large and elegant parlor, beautifully 
furnished and connected by telephone 
witn the swell business office on Kear- 
nev street. The little man desired in- 
tensely to run his paper on the sen- 
sational plan. He had a monkeyish 


-love of mischief and to be able. to 


‘*take the dem scelp hoff” an official, 
or startle some family of position by 
dragging their skeleton out of its 
closet and rattling its bones in the face 
of the world, gave him a sense of 
power that tickled his vanity. Sen- 
sationalism, when properly done, 
always pays, and as Dalziel had, per- 
haps, the best body of writers in the 
city, whenever a season of literary riot 


was proclaimed the boys went at it 
with the delight which only a news- 
paper man knows and ‘‘gave the 
blested beggars ’ell” in a way that 
roused the town and increased the 


Mail's circulation greatly. But Dal- 


ziel was, to add to his other attractions 
LUDICROUSLY COWARDLY, 

and while his malicious little soul 

would lead him to print the most ag- 


gressive articles, his terror for the con- 
sequences betrayed him into the most: 


The writer remem- 
bers being in the business office one 
day when the paper had been particu- 
larly lively and persona], A well-known 
merchant of the city entered on some 
business matter. Dalziel was behind 
the counter. He did not know the

A few days afterwards he related to 
the writer, with tears of delight in his 
blue expressienless eye the sequel: 

You mind thet big chep thet kem 
in the hother day thet 1 thought was 
a goin’ to give me a hidin? Well, 
about an hour ago [ was on California 
street a-walkin’ harm-hin-harm with 
Mark McDonald wen whoshould come 
hup, beged, but thet same chep. Dem- 
me, if Mark didn’t go and hintroduce 
hus! You never see a chep stare so: 
‘Wy,’ sez he, ‘I’ve see Mr. Dalziel 
ufore.’ ‘W’ere?’? sez I, lookin’ ‘im 
straight in the heye. ‘Hat your hof 
fice, I think,’ sez he. ‘No,’ sez I, 
steady as the devil, for Mark .was 
lookin’ hat me curious; ‘I never’see 
you in my life afore, but I'm dem gled 
to meet-you.’ He didn’t say anythin’ 
more, but the beggar knew I was lyin’ 
alltime. Oh, my ged, but it’s the 
best lark I hever see!” And Dalziel 
roared with laughter. | 

He did this sort of thing repeatedly, 
and would lie always in the most fool- 
ish way. It never seemed to concern 
him whether people. discovered. his 
falsehoods ten minutes after they were 
uttered. When cornered and proved 
to be a liar, he merely laughed, as if 
his character for cleverness had been 
enhanced. This, joined to an uncon- 
querable disinclination to pay a bill, 
even when his pockets had been filled 
with money for that purpose, explains 
why the paper had no credit. The re- 
porters of other newspapers can al- 
ways hire carriages when it is necesary 
to do so, on an order on the office, 
scribbled on a lef of their note-books., 
But the Mail scribes could never take 
a ride without paying coin in advance.

that was repeated frequently in the 
proprietor’s elegant private office: — 

Enter ereditor, with bill in hand: 

“Mr. Dalziel, I’ve been hunting you 
for the last ten days. I want you to 
pay this bill, and no more foolishness 
about it.” , 

Dalziel (surprised but calm, and lol- 
ling back in his easy chair)—Let me 
look. hat it. Wy, blest it! Hesn’t 
this “ere bill been paid? I don’t blame 
you for being hengry, my dear sir. I 
hordered Mr. Unt, the book-keeper, 
to attend to thet matter. The chep is 
halways drunk, ‘’owever, and neglects 
his business demnubly. Take a chair, 
sir, Wile I write you a horder. 

Dalziel, with a firm expression of dis- 
pleasure, writes an abusive note to the 
lsook-keeper, ordering him to pay the 
bill at once and not to allow such a 
thing to happen again on pain of dis- 
charge. 

“There, Mr. Smith, be good enough 
to present thet hat the business hoflice 
and haccept my apologies.” 

Mr. Smith, grateful and ashamed of 
his previous heat, thanks the polite 
Mr. Dalzie! aad departs at double- 
quick for his money. The instant he 
is out of the door and down stairs, 
the proprietor of the metropolitan 
daily which cost the McDonalds $5000 
per month, turns the bell crank of the 
telephone, gets the return signal and 
cries: | 

‘*Har you heer, ‘Uat?” 

“Yes sir.” 

“There's a bleddy cad named Smith 
comin’ hup with a bill for $18 25. 
Don’t pay the beggar acent. Fire ‘im 
hout and be demmed to ’im!” 

The telephone is dropped and the 
little man, choking with mirth, skips 
into the editorial rooms and relates 
the ‘‘demned good lark.” Then he 
seizes his hat and runs off for 
an hour or so to escape the return 
visit of the wrathful Smith. But even 
if Smith should find him Dalziel 


would make him believe that a more. 


injured man than himself never ex- 
isted. It was this glibness of tongue, 
amazing cheek and an utter disregard 
for truth which enabled him to swin- 
dle strangers. 

TORMENTING A TOADY. 

He took a childish delight in expos- 
ing the meannesses of those who 
earned their daily bread from him. 
There was a pompous little man in 
the business office, whose name for 
this occasion may be Tevis. A fright- 
ful toady, he groveled before Dalziel, 
and that impish gentleman enter- 
tained himself by inventing new deg- 
radations for his slave. 

“I say!” he cried one afternoon, 


running into the editorial rooms, 


“come hinto my room and ’ear a lark. 


Oh, 'm demned if it hisn’t capital! 
Several of the staff wentin. Dalziel 

turned the crank of the telephone and 

called in a bullying tone: | 

‘*Is thet demnation little Tevis 
theer?” 

‘Yes, sir; what do you wish, Mr.

Daiziel— Demmit, ’ow should I 
know? Sing something bleddy quick, 
you thievin’ little bleggard. 

Tevis—He he! Well, hem! Now, 
sir: There's a land that is tairer than 
day, And by faith we can see it afar. 

“Did you hever see the like hof 
thet?” inquired the proprietor of. the 
audience with a gratified grin. Then 
turning to the telephone whence piped 
the voice of the wretched clerk, he 
roared:

by reason of their having been in- 
duced for a whole year to bolster up a] 


fool who neutralized the efforts of a 
dozen good journalists to make the 
Mail a success. Supplies were with- 
drawn. The paper died. The Mc- 
Donalds gota set of falsified books 
and a lot of type and Office furniture, 
worth perhaps $500, for an outlay of 
over $60,000. The Australian jour- 
valist returned to New York owing 
everybody, and was arrested twice on 
the overland trip upon suspicion of 
being Mailim, the embezzling book- 
keeper of L. P. Drexler & Co., of Vir- 
ginia City.

San Francisco, August 23.—The 
reports heretofore published concerning 
the contract between the Sutro Tunnel 
Company and the Julia Mining Com.

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~ GAPTAIN SAM SPEAKS 


And Tells About His Share in the 
Bannock Outbreak. 


The Shoshones Faithful to the Govern- 
ment—The Novel Idea of Justice 
in Treatment of Indiasas—Why 
the Indian does not Ad- 
mire the “White 
Soldier.”’ 


Eprror®'Gazerre—Dear Sir: Think 
ing that any matter relating to our 
late Indian troubles, and showing the 
fidelity of some of our wards would 
be interesting to many of your readers 
who live in the vicinity of Indian 
tribes, I forward. to. you for publica- 
tion a copy of remarks made by Cap- 
tain Sam, an intelligent and discreet 
Shoshone Indian. They will be found 
profitable reading, also, to many of 
your subscribers who are farther away 
and just at this moment, when there 
is an indiscriminate feeling in many 
localities against Indians, [ think it 
but fair to give the red man a hear- 
ing. I trust, therefore, that you will 
find the article worthy of notice.

On August 9th our reservation was 
visited by Pee-sent-yi, or Captain Sam, 
an influential Shoshone Indian of Duck 
valley. This man seems actuated by 
the finest sense of honor and friend- 
ship, is mild-mannered, intelligent, 
independent; never asking for things, 
aud in his talk about the Bannock out- 
break evinced the clearest knowledge 
of the situation. He foresees the ne- 
cessity of working lke white men for 
a livelihood, ard wants to settle down 
permanently with his people. I ap- 
pend some of his remarks, which were 
given with an earnestness that befitted 
the occasion. 

I told him I would like to know all 
he was aware of concerning

in his own words, and in his own way. 
He preceded his remarks by the exe- 
cution of an accurate map of the lo- 
calities involved during the hostilities. 

Pee-sent-yi—Bannocks came to sce 


me and told me they were going to. 
war with the whites, and told me the 
whites would never secure to us a res- 
ervation, and that we would be disap- 
pointed. Other bands, who-had come 
from different localities, talked the 
same way tome. They said: ‘* You 
will never make happy homes in Duck 
valley. You had better join us and 
fight. All the tribes will join us, 
and make war against the whites If 
you will not joiu us, not come with us, 
you can go on in- your own way, and 
we, Who number ten or twelve tribes, 
will come down here and kill you all, 
taking your ponies and -squaws; then 
we will ; 
TEAR UP TIE RAILROAD 


clean as far as toe California, where we 
shall go, killing all the white people 
we meet. You are nota white man, 
though you think so; you cannot farm; 
and when we come back we will de- 


stroy all the whites whom we missed 
on vur going, divide both sides of the 
world, and kill the balance of the In- 
dians Who did not unite with us. We 
will not see you if you join with the 
white men (meaning they would make 
no discrimination). They will not 
give you anything. You do not talk 
the truth, and if you talk so I will 
smack your mouth, and. will kill you 
first if you join with the white men.” 
This they said when I told them it was 
no good to fight the whites, and that 
the whites would destroy them. They 
said the same to Nachez when they 
tulked to him. Told him he must not 
talk; he hud the same black skin as 
themselves, and must do as they were 
doing. Otherwise they would kill 
him. 
I TOLD THE BANNOCKS 

we made a treaty with. the. govern- 
ment; we promised that when another 
tribe got up a war against the whites, 
we would warn the government of 
their hostile intentions, and now I and 
my people will go with the whites first, 
preferring all dangers rther than talk 
lies. I will stand with the white sol- 
diers and you can go ahead. 

After the Bannocks had taken their 
leave, I selected five men to look 
around and report if they saw any 
Bannocks come around to make us 
trouble, and enableus to guard against 
their movements. -I sent word to 
General McDowell to give us arms and 
ammunition to fight with against the 
Bannocks. Troops came out and 
talked with me. So, after a time, the 
Bannucks went back to where they 
started from. 

When the war first broke out, 


WHITE SETTLERS 
close by-us moved to our neighborhood, 
and their stock ate up all I and my 
I had a good 
farm. They turned in their horses, 
and all was eaten close off the ground. 
I had forty-four lodges, and we kept 


guard to secure these people and their 
property against the enemy. for 
three nights and three days my eves 
were open, watching for the bad In- 
dians. The white men gave my peo- 
ple plenty of flourand nine head of 
beef cattle. 

What I know I[ tell to you so you 
can know and tell how faithful my 
people are to the white people. ‘They 
came to us for protection and found 
it, just as they did in the Modoc 
troubles. 

If the government will compel its 
white citizens to 
| TREAT INDIANS JUSTLY, 
and allow no abuse of them, there wil! 
be no danger of trouble. We all live 
in one world, and can get along with- 
out rubbing hard against one another, 
if we only do what is right, but some 
white men are bad, and force the In- 
dians to do violent things in defense, 
and then charge the. Indians with un- 
provoked depredation and outrage. 

I have good feelings and yood sense. 
I learn to do what the Great Spirit 
will-be pleased with, and do not be- 
lieve in cruelty and torture. When 
the Bannocks threatened me, I told 
them if they killed me they would eat 
me, but if I killed any of them I 
would let them lie where they died. 
My nature is different from theirs, and 
I would not kill a man, unless to pro- 
tect my family, myself or my prop- 
erty. 

When war time comes, I like the 
white soldiers; but if they come into 
my country I. want them far away 
from my camp, as they destrov our 
women. I would not like soldiers to 
be over us, as they bring in whisky 
and give to the Indians, and then 
drunkenness prevails among us, and 
everything goes wrong. - We kill each 
other and do many bad things, our 
women lose their virtue, and all that 
is good departs. 

His manner in utterance was that of 
an impassioned orator, and I much re- 
gretted that we were unable to take 
down his exact words; but I was com- 
pelled to use a Pah-Ute interpreter, 
whose knowledge of our language was 
limited to the words actually necessary 
to carry on a talk. - Pec-sent-yi is evi- 
dently full of christian instincts, and 
a good example, not only among his 
own people, but for some of us who 
have whiter skins.

At- Vicksburg there are. over 300 
cases. On the 22d, up to 3 p. m., there 
were 50 cases and 10 deaths. The 
fever is attacking the negroes. 

Nashville is, as yet, free from the 
scourge. ee: 

At New Orleans 6n the 22d, from 
noon to 7 Pp. M., 60 new cases and 10 
deaths were reported. 

At Port Eads, the total cases to date 
are 53; deaths, 8. 

Port Gibson, Miss., has 90 cases and 
has asked for nurses.

How the Different States Stand—-Con- 
, vict Labor. : 


F. B. Sanborn has been collecting - 


facts regarding crime and criminals mn 
the United States. The number of 
eonvictsis now twice aS great as in 
1871, the relative figures being 31,000 
and 16,009. The greatest increase is 
in Georgia, Tennessee and several 
Western States. The number of per- 


sons ip prison as Convicts, or awaiting” 


trial is 60,000, of whom less than oue- 
sixth are women, About 10,000. of 
the whole number are in New York 
and 4200 in Massachusetts, where the 
proportion of prisoners to the popula- 
tion is greater than in any other part 
of the country. In the South the 
higher prisons ure generally made self- 
supporting by the labor of the convicts 
who are leased to contractors, who 
may employ them anywhere in the 
State. In Arkansas the contractor 
pays nothing but meets all expenses, 
In Tennesse, Georgia and Mississippi 
stated sums in money, besides ex- 
nenses, are paid by the contractors. 
Mr. Sanborn figures as follows: -**The 
general result of the labor of con- 
victs in the State prisons of thirty- 
seven States (for Delaware has no 
eentral prison) falls $1,250,000 short 
of the earnings requisite to support 
the 29,000 convicts iu those prisons 
last year. The sum, divided among 
an average of 29,000 State prisoners, 
gives an average cost of something 
more than $43 a vear for each con- 
vict. If we add the sum paid for the 
support of short sentenced prisoners 
in jails, the total cost of the 60,000 
persons in prison througouht the year 
1877 would probably exceed $5.000,- 
000 of something more than $80 a 
year for.each prisoner.’’

Dr. Biskop’s Singular Behavior—An In- 
vestigation Needed. 

Dr. Bishop, the county physician, 
is behaving in a very singular manner

exit from the window when spoken to 
by the reporter. The ill-natured tone 
which marked the gentleman’s card 
was wholly uncalled for. No one, 
that we know of, has accused Dr. 
Bishop of having thrown Louderdale 
out of the window. In this morning’s 
Journal the county physician 1s once 
more to the front attempting to 
prove that it would have been ‘‘sense- 
less and useless” to have held an in- 
quest, as the man had banged himself 
around so recklessly in the hospital 
that it would have been impossible to 
tell whether injuries thus received or 
the jump from the window had killed 
him. This is decidedly new matter. 
If Dr. Bishop had been aware that 
delirious patients are allowed to fa- 
tally injure themselves in ths hospital 
he has been criminally negligent of 
his duty, both 4s aman and county 
officer, in not bringing the matter be- 
fore the proper authorities. It is not 
to the point that Dr. Bishop does not 
consider himself ‘fin charge of a jail, 
and therefore does vot guard the indi 
vent sick as a Sheriff would.” He 
-hould guard the indigent sick:a great 
deal more carefully than any Sheriff 
would. Because a man is sick and 
indigent, that is. no reason why he 
should be. permitted, while out of his 
head, t» attempt suicide in our coun- 
ty hospital.- The GaAZzETTE was in- 
clined to look very charitably upon 
this business, as its manner of treating 
the ease heretofore has shown, and 
never accused Dr. Bishop of anything 
more serious in connection with it 
than endeavoring to keep the matter 
from public notice. We have even 
apologised for the hospital steward, 
pointing out that one man can not 
attend to an institution of such size 
and at the same time sit up night and 
day with delirious patients. It was 
the steward’s statement which the 
GAZETTE gave to the public and 
which roused Dr. Bishop’s wrath. 
Dr. Bishop’s wrath is nothing to us 
and nothing to the public. Since the 
yentleman shows such a remarkable 
amount of temper about the matter, 
we suggest that the County Commis- 
missioners institute a thorough exam- 
ination, not only into the Louderdale 
ease, but the whole management of 
the hospital. When the simple re- 
port in #® newspaper that a man 
jumped or fell from the window — 
which cannut be denied—raises such a 
flurry, the suspicion is justified that 
the more publicity given the doings 
at the -county hospital the better, 
Regarding another statement of Dr.

LONG VALLEY. 


Location—Farming Lands and. Crops. 

Froma gentleman just returned from 
Long Valley, we glean these few 
items: The valley to which allusien is 
made lies principally in Lassen 
county, Cal.. It is for the most part 
a succession of single-ranch. valleys, 
with few ridges intervening until one 
has reached the lower end of the val- 


ley proper. At a point, therefore, 


about forty miles north of Renv, the 
trave‘er, disappointed with the section 
through which he has passed, reaches 
the top of a low ridge, and finds to 
his delight a valley two or three miles 
wide by six to eight long, contzining 
rich pasture and grain land, segregated 


Which there are comfortable houses; 
the homes of well-to-do farmers., To 
the right rise more or less abrupt 
mountains; far ahead stretches the 
valley, even to the low partial . water- 
shed which divides Long Valley from 
the larger valley of Honey Lake. To 
the left isa high range of well-tim- 
bered mountains, the haunt of deer, 
bear, grouse, quail, hare, etc., and the 
principal source of the water supply 
of the velley. Long valley creek, a 
stream for the most part dry during a 
portion of thesummer, courses through 
the eastern side of the vallev. . The 
altitude of this valley is about 4500 
feet above the sea level. The soil is 
in part alluvial, in part fine gravel 
land intermixed with clay. Such soil 
will produce good crops, and we were 
not surprised that a handsome yield of 
yrain and hay are annually obtained 
therefrom. Among the fine ranches 
which we visited are those of Albert 
Ross, the Evans Bros., Robt. Ross, 
McKissick’s and Berry’s ranch. The 
citizens we found hospitable men and 
women, of more or less culture, and 
surrounded by many of the best com- 
forts of life.

PYRAMID DISTRICT. 


What is Being Done at the Camp— 
Jones & Kinkead—Other Mines. 


Monday a GAzETTE reporter vis- 
ited the Pyramid mining district, and 
took arun through the mines. We 
noticed very little change in the out- 
ward appearance of things siuce our 
last trip, but by prying around we 
found that active, well-directed work 
in the mines goes rapidly forward. At 
the camp at the base of the hill of the 
Jones & Kinkead, Mr. Munroe is erect- 
ing a frame hotel 24x42, and two and 
ahalf stories high. It will be com- 
pleted in about one month. However 
the dedication will be provided for in 
two or three weeks, at which time 
Reno is expected to contribute a 
number of couples. The walls, Mun- 
roe says, “must echo to the tread of 


the delighted dancer.” We found 
quite a little colony at Jonesville, the 
home of several families and a larger 
number of miners, employes at three 
mines in the immediate vicinity. Tak- 
ing a little severe exercise we ascended 
the Jones’ hill and gazed sagely, so we 
thought, at the ore, etc., of the 

JONES & KINKEAD MINE. 

As our citizens are particularly in- 
terested in this mine, we shall speak 
of it at than of 
the other claims, the owners of which, 
it may be remarked, are also deeply 
interested in the developments of the 
J.& K. The ledge, it will be remem- 
bered, runs nearly in a‘ northwesterly 
and southeasterly direction. A rich 
body of ore in this ledge was taken 
from the 330-foot level, and with a 
quantity of ore from the 300-foot level 
was milled at the Auburn mil! near 
town. This ore, in amount aggregat- 
ing over 200 tons, gave an average 
yield of about $47 to the ton. produc- 
ing between $9000 and $10,000 worth 
of bullion. Messrs. Jones & Kinkcad 
were greatly encouraged at this satis- 
factory result, and resolyed to vigor- 
ously#develop their valvable mine. A 
contract was let-to Messrs. Williams 
& Alexander to run a 1000-foot tunnel 
to intersect the ledge at a point 600 
feet, northwest of the shaft. The pre- 
liminary work for the tunnel has been 
completed, and yesterday morning;the 
contractors commenced the real work. 
A job of one year’s labor lies before 
them. While this tunnel is being run 
the lateral drift along the ledge from 
the 330-foot levelis being carried for- 
ward. From the shaft a cross-cut of 
thirty-four feet was run and thence a 
drift of twenty-eight feet, to a point 
on a line with the 600-foot drift. Since 
this work the lateral drift has been 
run about twenty-two feet, thus mak- 
ing over fifty feet if measured in a 
line, that this drift has been extended 
forward. The tunnel will strike the 
ledge about 540 feet below the sur- 
face, or 140 feet below the lowest level 
of the mine; also at a point near the 
middle of the claim, the shaft being 
ut the southeast end of the location. 
The ore which is now brought to the 
surface is probably not as rich as that 
which has been taken out on the same 
level, but of this the reader may 
know more in a few. days, as samples 
have been placed in the hands of an 
assayer.. There are six men at work 
in the mine, and two at the tunnel. 

We possess little knowledge of min- 
ing, and are therefore incompetent to 
express an opinion in reference to the 
prospects of this mine. We have pre- 
sented the facts and the reader can 
fourm his own conclusions. However, 
each one has a few latent or covert 
reasons for his own impressions, and 
it is human nature to assert an opin- 
ion even with the dignity approximat- 
ing one who is possessed of full data 
apd has in addition, the ability to 
voice a correct judgment. We believe 
that the Jones & Kinkead mine is a 
fine mine, and that before another 
twelvemonth that those who hvld its 
stock now will not regret that they 
have continued to hold it. We can 
not say whether there will be assess- 
ments or not, but there should, how- 
ever, be a ten-cent assessment levied 
hat the work of development of this 
mine may not in the least be emba:- 
rassed.

CROWN PRINCE, 


The tunnel is now in 110 feet. 
There are. four men. at work on this 
claim, and the progress now made is 
about-four feet. in twenty-four hours. 
Sunday afternoon a ledge was inter- 
cepted, the dimensions of which are 
unknown. The ore in this vein, or 
perhaps more correctly speaking feed- 
er, is very base, being made up of 
iron sulphides. In character it some- 
what resembles that of the Golden 
Fleece or the East Brooklyn mine. 
The original presumption was that no 
ore body would be encountered short 
of 300 feet from the mouth of the 
tunnel. It is now thought that a 
large ledge lies at a short distance 
from the face of the tunnel.

The Scourge Increasing to an Alarm-

To-day the number of new cases of 
yellow fever reported is nearly double 
that of any previous day, the®total for 
the twenty-four hours ending at 6 
rp m. being 106, and the deaths for the 
same time being fifteen. The large 
increase becoming known at noon cre- 
ated something of a panic among 
those who had determined to brave it 
out, and many wavered in their reso- 
lution and left the city by rail this

He admitted that Ke: r- 
ney had called with his seerctary yeés- 
terday morning, and saw the Bishop 
alone, and had complained of an arti- 
cle charging bim with Orangeism; but 
so far from the Bishop giving any 
countenance to his doctrine, that was 
all false. On the other hand, the 
Bishop had rebuked him severely for 
stirring up the passions of people, and 
thus Inciting them to mob violence 
and possibly bloodshed, and urged him 
to cease it.

side and fell to the floor. 

Sheriff Green, of San Mateo, throws 
the following hght upon the tragedy: 
It seems that for eight years past Man- 
son had been living in San Mateo and 
was employed by. Miss L. A. Buck- 
master, Principal of the Laurel Hall 
Seminary for young ladies, to do car- 
penter work at the establishment. 
[In 1876 Miss Buckmaster visited the 
Exposition at Philadelphia. Manson 
also went East. - They met in Phila- 
delphia, and on the 4th of July they 
were married, but kept their union a 
secret from their friends. The follow- 
ing winter Manson returned to San 
Mateo and went to work building a 
cottage on the Seminary grounds. 
Mrs. Mason, who was only known to 
her friends as Miss Buckmaster, re- 
turned in the spring. In the mean- 
time Manson became addicted to im- 
moderate use of ardent spirits, and 
fearing the bad influence of his pres- 
enee upon her pupils, Miss Buckmaster 
induced him to go away fromthe Sem- 
inary. Although she aided bim pecu- 
niarily, he was much dissatisfied with 
their relations in, life, and disputes 
and dificulties Toei a between them 
from time to time. | 

About 8 o'clock on Sunday evening 
last, Manson entered Walker’s hotel at 
San Mateo, took adrink and then left. 
A little past 10 o’clock in the evening 
Mrs. Manson was awakened from sleep 
and was surprised to find her husband 
in the room. He called her attention 
to the fact that one of the outbuild- 
ings of the institution was on fire, and 
the light from the burning building 
streamed through her bed-room win- 
dow. At the same moment he said 
something to this effect: ‘We will 
end the whole thing right here,” and 
drawing a revolver placed it in - close 
proximity to her arm and. fired. The 
ball only grazed the skin, but the 
powder buried her night-dress. He 
then placed it against. her breast 
and fired again. The ball did not 
touch her person, but her night-clothes 
were scorched, At this point Mrs. 
Manson broke loose’ and ran out of 
doors and down to a creek, forming 
the boundary of the property of Sheriff 
Green. The effect of the shots was to 
Create the greatest consternation 
amneng the inmates of the building, 
likencd to which Toby Rosensthal’s 
Senunary Alarmed was not a circum- 
stance worth mentioning. The screams 
of Mrs. Manson soon brought her 
neighbors to the rescue,.and they suc- 
ceeded in confining the flames to the 
outbuilding. During the excitement 
Mauson made his escape.
